Albert W. Hamilton, son of 


Rev. and Mrs. A. W. Hamilton, 
until recently residents of Co- 
vina, and W. Alonzo Reynolds, 
Jr., university students, this 
week lost in their appeal to the 
highest tribunal, the United 
States supreme court, to attend 
the university without taking 
military training. 


This case has attracted nation- 


wide interest for some months on 
account of the religious angle in the 
issue. The parents of the youths 
argued that their sons were mem- 
bers of the 
Methodist 
Episcopal 


church and that military training 
was repugnant to the tenets of that 
church. 


Justice Butler delivered the opin- 


ion of the court. Justices Cardoza, 
Stone and Brandeis, while concur- 
ring in the opinion, issued a sepa- 
rate opinion in which they elabo- 
rated on their views.

each in its own sphere, owes a duty 
to the people within its jurisdiction

SEASON BY LOSING GAME TO 


POMONA ON THANKSGIVING

Coach Ted Gorrell's Covina varsity football squad wound 


up its 1934 grid season last Thursday (Tha'iiksgi.ving day) by 
taking a J9-6 thumping from its old rival, Coach Ncsbit's Po- 
mona Eed Devils, in a wild fray played on the Covina field. The 
defeat was the fourth suffered by the Colts this season, with 
previous losses to Whittier, Bakersfield and El Monte, the lat- 
ter losing in the second round of C. I. F. playoffs to Colton high 
by a 19-13 upset.

Although the score would indicate 


a rather one-sided affair, the Colts 
held the winners in a rather fair 
way. The Gorrellmen were forced 
to play a defensive game thruout 
and only once did they have possess- 
ion of the ball inside the Pomona 
20-yard line. 


Fans who failed to see the game 


from the opening kickoff missed per- 
haps the most thrilling play of the 
day when on the first play a?ier the 
kickoff, Peters, swift Pomona quar- 
ter, took the pigskin from his own 
28-yard line, sliced off right tackle, 
evaded the Covina secondary de- 
fense, outdistanced the Colt safety 
man and raced 72 yards for a 
touchdown.

wide and it was not long before 
Coach Gorrell sent his regulars in to 
replace some second-string men who 
had Parted the game. However, that 
was\ \e only tally for the first quar- 
ter and the second quarter was 
largely a matter of punting. 


A 55-yard sustained drive early in

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Leaders Passing— 


Men who have had much to do with the 


building of this state in past years are pass- 
ing from the scene, leaving in the minds of 
many of us who were intimately acquainted 
with them a feeling of regret, and a keener 
knowledge of the swift passage of time. 


Death of Col. David Charles Collier, 63 


years old, of San Diego, occurred recently. 
He was director-general of the Philadelphia 
sesqui-centennial exposition, and was one of 
the prominent sponsors of the 1915 San Diego 
exposition. He was appointed by President 
Harding as commissioner-general for the 
United States at the Brazilian centennial, and 
he also had a part in the plans for the 1933 
Chicago exposition. He was a virile and ac- 
tive leader during the period of San Diego's 
exposition, and California came to know him 
well as a leader. 


Another whose passing is recorded is David 


-L-JReese of "Ventura, former state^jcivil ser- 
vlce'corninissioneF, ana past CSlTi'-ii'--S^ g?and 
master of Masons. Reese was for thirty years 
the editor of the Ventura Free Press. He 
was one of the best known newspapermen in 
the state, and besides his exalted position in 
Masonry was a leader in Rotary, a district 
governor. He had been heard in speeches 
in Covina on several occasions. 


The death of Montaville Flowers of Mon- 


rovia has also been cause of sincere regret 
among the leaders in civic affairs in the San 
Gabriel valley. His passing removed a man 
of 
forceful 
character, 
a splendid 
public 


speaker and lecturer. Of late years he had 
been active in organizing assessment protec- 
tion districts, and at all times took an interest 
in politics. At one time he was an unsuccess- 
ful candidate for the nomination to congress 
in this district. 


The 30-Hour Week— 


The 30-hour work week is advocated as a 


cure for unemployment. No doubt it would 
help very materially, might even solve it. 


But when coupled with the 30-hour week 


comes a clause in the law that wages for the 
30 hours must equal that paid for 40 hours 
formerly, then we run into untold difficulties. 


It would mean an increase in labor cost of 


33 Ms per cent. And since labor is a very ma- 
terial part of the cost of any manufactured 
article, the result would be a very substan- 
tial rise in prices. A skilled employee who 
now gets 80 cents an hour on a 40-hour work 
basis would get $1.066 per hour for 30 hours. 
In a printing office labor represents from 50 
to 75 per cent of the cost of printing, so that 
the added cost to the consumer would be at 
least 20 per cent. And when the cost of any- 
thing but a necessity gets too high, the con- 
sumer will not buy. When consumption drops 
off, less labor is needed. So it is a question 
whether the change to a 30-hour week will 
result in any benefit to anybody. If there isn't 
money enough to stimulate sales at present 
prices of manufactured articles, raising their 
prices is certainly not going to stimulate ad- 
ditional buying. 


Furthermore, since United States already 


pays a higher price for labor than any other 
country, increasing prices of the goods we 
ship abroad is not going to stimulate our 
foreign trade. We are now flooded with im- 
ports which undersell our own products be- 
cause of the lower wage scale in other coun- 
tries.—Claremont Courier.

has resulted in a tremendous increase in 
drunken driving, according to reports of 
police bureaus, safety departments and simi- 
lar organizations. No one knows whether 
this is due to people drinking more now than 
during the prohibition era—but it is a fact 
that more people are taking drinks and then 
getting behind the wheels of their cars. 


A driver does not even have to be notice- 


ably drunk to be dangerous. Investigation 
shows that very moderate doses of alcohol 
produce the following effects on the average 
driver: Slower reactions, less uniformity in 
response, a narrowing of the field of atten- 
tion, a rise in self-assurance which breeds 
recklessness, and a general decline in me- 
chanical efficiency. 
The change occurring 


may be relatively slight—but when the driver 
is in sole charge of a hurling mass of metal, 
it becomes important indeed. A man who 
shows few signs of drinking, and is a pleasant, 
rational companion, may become a menace to 
the public irr his car. 


The "wets" of the country should take the 


lead in discouraging the drunken driver. He 
is one of the worst dangers to the cause they 
.espouse—"alcohol on the highway" is certain 
to be used as a potent argument for prohibi- 
tion. Today, with liquor legally on sale in 
the bulk of states, legislation to curb drunken 
driving should be made even stiffer than in 
the past—and should be enforced to the let- 
ter. Alcohol and gasoline don't mix.—Mon- 
rovia Journal.

ments for loans from private institutions. 


As conditions are just now, that will be 


about as practical in most cases as advice to 
thirsty people to drink salt water.

Describes Four 
Native Impulses 


"Life is a series of efforts to ex- 


press impulses." With this thought 
as a central theme, Dr. J. Hudson 
3allard discussed the topic, "The 
Driving Forces of Personality," in 
the second of a series of lectxires on 
personal psychology on Monday ev- 
ening at the high school forum. This 
.ecture was well received by the 
audience and an enthusiastic discus- 
sion followed. 


All humans, he said, are endowed 


with 
primitive 
impulses, 
native 


drives, and fundamental hungers, 
and these characteristics are as old 
as the race, even antedating civili- 
zation. Psychologists know little of 
the basic nature and cause of these 
factors. Only in their expression do 
they in any way begin to be under- 
stood. 
Dr. Ballard .reviewed several clas- 


sifications of these native drives anc 
selected one such classification as 
being outstanding. This classifica- 
tion lists the drives as four human 
wishes, namely, the wish for secur- 
ity, the wish for recognition, the 
wish for response, and the wish for 
novelty. Under the first, the wish 
for security, may be grouped tha 
activities of man by which he en- 
deavors to secure in the world a 
home, a job, a wage and property, 
and for the future he turns to re- 
ligion. The second wish, for recog- 
nition, produces many activities re- 
garded either as good or evil that are 
intended to appeal to fellow human 
beings. 


The wish for response leads the 


human to the activities of romantic 
love. Usually, though not always, 
this is expressed toward members 
of the opposite sex. The wish for 
novelty is the factor that breaks up 
monotony and produces variety in 
the activities of life. This leads to 
invention, discovery, and is a fac- 
tor in modern research. 


The primitive human impulses 


should not be repressed, as their 
potency is such that this leads to 
explosions that are disastrous to 
well-being and happiness. 
These 


primitive impulses should be al- 
lowed to express themselves by the 
method of redirection to a level far 
above that of the animal plane. 
Such redirected expression may be 


carried out in socially and morally 
approved manners, and lead to hap- 
?iness for the individual and wel- 
:are of the race.

Postmaster W. P. Nye has receiv- 


ed the following suggestions from his 
department as to the best methods 
for mailing Christmas letters and 
packages: 


During the holiday time the vol- 


ume of mail increases approximately 
200 per cent. It is a physical impos- 
sibility to handle this great mass of 
mail matter efficiently and promptly 
within a few days. Therefore to as- 
sure delivery of their Christmas 
presents, 
cards, and 
letters by 


Christmas day the public should 
shop and mail early. 
Do your 


Christmas shopping so that you can 
mail your gifts, greetings, and let- 
ters to relatives, friends, and loved 
ones at least a week or ten days 
before Christmas, according to the 
distance. 


All parcels must bo securely pack- 


ed and wrapped. Use strong paper 
and heavy twine. 


Articles easily broken or crushed 


must be securely packed and crated 
or boxed. Use liberal quantities of 
excelsior, or like material, in, around 
and between the articles and the 
outside container. 


Glassware, fragile tops, or crock- 


ery must be packed so as to prevent 
the escape of particles or pieces if 
broken in transit. 


Cigars: Ordinary boxes of cigars 


v/rapped in paper only will not be 
accepted. Pack in a manner to pre- 
vent damage by shock or jar. Wrap 
in corrugated pasteboard or similar 
material. Cigars must be in good 
shipping condition. 


All articles easily broken or dam- 


aged must be plainly marked "fra- 
gile." 


Addresses should be complete, 


with house number and name of 
street, postoffice box, or rural-route 
number, and typed or plainly writ- 
ten in ink. A return card should be 
placed in the upper left corner of 
every piece of mail. If a tag is used, 
the address and return card should 
also be written on the wrapper for 
use if tag is lost, and a copy of the 
address should be enclosed inside 
the parcel. Do not mail Christmas 
greeting cards in red, green, or other 
dark colored envelopes, or in very 
small envelopes. 


No parcel may be more than 100 


inches in length and girth combined 
nor exceed 70 pounds in weight. 


• The 
use 
of a 
special-delivery 


tamp will assure delivery on Christ- 
mas day, if mailed at the proper 
:ime. Special-delivery service means 
mmediate delivery at office of ad- 
dress. It is obtained by affixing a 
special-delivery stamp of the proper 


denomination, or its equivalent in 
ordinary stamps, in addition to the 
regular postage. 
When ordinary 


stamps are used, the words "special 
delivery" must be written or printed 
on the envelope or wrapper imme- 
diately below but never on the 
stamps. It is urged that all mailers 
desiring immediate delivery of any 
matter mailed by them affix special- 
delivery stamps thereto. Special de- 
livery is for speed and not for safety. 


Written matter in the nature of 


personal correspondence cannot be 
enclosed in parcels. 


Communications attached to par- 


cels: A letter placed in an envelope, 
addressed to correspond with the 
address on the parcel and fully pre- 
paid at the first-class rate, may be 
tied or otherwise securely attached 
to the outside of the parcel in such 
manner as to prevent separation 
therefrom and not obscure the ad- 
dress on the parcel. 


Valuable domestic third and fourth 


class mail should be insured. 


Insurance fees: Value not exceed- 


ing $5, 5 cents; not exceeding $25, 10 
cents; not exceeding $50, 15 cents; 
not exceeding $100, 25 cents; not ex- 
ceeding $150, 30 cents; and not ex- 
ceeding $200, 35 cents. 


Coin, currency, jewelry and ar- 


ticles of considerable value should 
be sent as sealed first-class, regis- 
tered mail. Indemnity up to not ex- 
ceeding $1000 is now paid in connec- 
tion with domestic registered mail 
and registered c.o.d. mail.

shipped under standard ventilation; 
106 cars were run thru the precooler, 
and shipped out as follows: 


The first car was precooied on 


February 26. The first 40 cars were 
loaded in dry cars without ice, and 
vents open to destination. All ar- 
rived in first-class condition. With- 
out the precooler the fruit would 
have to have been precooled and 
iced by carrier, at a cost of $52.50 
per car. ' 
of $2100. 


Export orders to Honolulu, that 


could not have been taken without 
the precooling plant, on account of 
lack of time to make the shipments, 
amounted to 800 packed boxes at 75 
cents per box, made a saving of 
$600. 


Ten cars of 4620 boxes in pre- 


cooler at the end of the season, that 
under former conditions would have 
been shipped to Ontario Ice and 
Cold Storage, would have made an 
average cost of $45 per car, $450. 
Extra amount received for the fruit, 
by reason of holding in precooler, 
| on account of advanced prices at 25 
cents per box, $1155. 


Loose fruit, 1200 boxes of large 


sizes held in precooler, that would 
have been a total loss at time of 
packing, as the association was using 
its entire shipping quota in smaller 
size fruit, brought 60 cents per box. 
These amounts made additional to- 
tal returns to the association mem- 
bers of $5025 on the season's ship- 
ment of- navels thru the operation of 
the precooling plant. 


VALENCIAS 


The entire crop of valencias was 


precooled. After precooling the fruit 
was put into pre-iced cars and re- 
iced at Colton. Except in the case 
of a few cars, no further icing was 
necessary until the fruit was sold. 
This method of handling the valen- 
cias saved one icing in transit, which 
could not have been possible had the 
fruit been warm when it was put 
into the cars. There were at least 
seventy-five cars, on which the as- 
sociation made a net saving of $12 
per car after total precooling costs 
were deducted. Net saving $900.

navels; 254, 984 field boxes of valen- 
cias, or a total of 519,118 field boxes; 
out of these was packed 321,667 
boxes, or approximately 696% car- 
loads. This fruit returned to the 
growers $660,337.31 f.o.b. California. 
In addition the association received 
for fruit sold loose $48,160.79, mak- 
ing a total of $708,489.10 for all fruit 
sold during the season. There will 
also be a shook refund which will 
•materially reduce the packing cost 
for the season. 


EASTERN MARKETS 


Leaving Covina September 22, the 


manager visited the eastern markets. 
He found the market in Chicago on 
October 2 averaging from $3.35 to 
$4.45 per box. At 
Philadelphia, 


prices averaged $3.45 to $4.50 per 
box. 
In New York, October 8, sixty- 


two cars sold for an average of from 
$3.45 to $6, the latter price being for 
a few boxes of large sizes, extra 
fancy fruit, from Orange county. 
There were three cars of Covina 
fruit in this sale, one from the local 
association, Blue C, averaging $5.05, 
and Red C, $4.05. The fruit from 
this association showed up in good 
shape and looked as fresh as it would 
appear in the bins in the packing- 
house. Other cars from Covina aver- 
aged $3.50 and $3.90. He attended 
auction in Boston, October 9, on 
which day one car of Red C sold at 
an average of $4.15. 


PEST CONTROL 


The past season was particularly 


favorable to insect pests. All citrus 
pests, normally troublesome, showed 
widespread and heavy increase. 


During the season the association 


sprayed for scale 1469 acres; fumi- 
gated 102 acres; sprayed for brown 
rot 305 acres; sprayed with zinc sul- 
phate for mottle leaf 47 acres; a total 
of 1923 acres treated. 


MARKETING 


The application of the AAA to cit- 


rus marketing operations has been 
an important factor in improving the 
growers' returns. Operation under 
the California-Arizona citrus mar- 
keting agreement has shown that a 
larger volume of fruit can be sold 
at higher prices with a stabilized 
market than can be sold at a lower 
price on a demoralized market. Sur- 
plus problems of oranges were not | 
as burdensome this year as last, and 
all of the fruit of a merchantable 
quality being sold during the season, 
the balance being utilized thru the 
by-products company or distributed 
to charitable and relief organizations.
